The primary as well as the fun¬ 
damental object of all athletics 
i> to develop the individual into 
a strong, sturdy, and robust type 
of man, and in this way add to 
the mental training he derives 
from his studies. For any Insti¬ 
tution to turn out an individual 
who is capable and able to do a 
man's work in this world, some 
sort of athletics or exercise should 
he prescribed or at least provided 
for 

All ‘ ■ intellectua] ability in 
rhss ri!rse will not compensate 
f ljt : i titntiosi unpaired thru 
too diligent application to one's 
book£. For one to hold his own 
pjroperlv rhe^c- day^ fr he should 
have a proper balance betwixt 
the intellectual and the physical, 
otherwise his struggle for e*Mis- 
lence will be a sad and futile 
one. 

Ar a medhim of advertising, 
athletics fe a great asset to any 
school. It is evidently true that 
no factor counts near as much in 
attracting prospective students to 
an institution as does the success 
of 'he school, not only scholastic- 
ally. but. ftthh'tif^lly as weU. The 
youth of today generally selects 
an institution which has shown 
great at hi uric ability and in this 
way athletics are a material factor 
in advertising the school. Merely 
to indicate the value of .success¬ 
ful athletics in a university as a 
drawing card tor students, we 
have but to mention Harvard, 
Yale, Cornell Georgia Tech, Cali¬ 
fornia, GeorgeT-rwv and many oth¬ 
ers too numerous to mention. The 
athletic achievement!* and the re¬ 
sults of the advertising thus ac¬ 
cruing to them arc very evident, 
fs there any reason why all Flor¬ 
ida schools should not fare equally 
well in this respect, especially 
considering the tact that weather 
conditions are so admirable ? 

The advantage of alhleiic^:, then, 
&rx s two fold, embracing both the 
students themsdves, and the Uni¬ 
versity in which they have mat¬ 
riculated. Every school wants a 
student body blessed with that 
best of ail gifts, "a sound mind 
in a sound body” and the name 
and renown of which :rhall spread 
o'er the Universe. Then here's 
to all Florida schools, may they 
take their place in athletic his= 
tory with the great schools of the j 
country.
